Wasrikotoit, May 1.— President Mo- 

Kinley is now considering the military 
appointments wliich will be sent to the 
Senate thia week. The increase in the 
regular army and the enrollment of 125,- 
00() volunteers puts a large number of ap- 
pointments at the President's disposal. 
He will have to select 384 officers for the 
volunteer army alone. While Democrats 
may be chosen for a few of the smaller 
places, pressure upon the President to 
give practically all the beat positions to 
Republicans la too powerful for him to 
resist. 

The commiaeloned ofBcers of the volun- 
teer army include twelve Major Generals 
thirty-four Brigadiers, 100 Majors, 147 
Captains atbd lixty-eigfat FInt Ueuten- 
ants. 

There are two opinions as to the dispo- 
sition to be made of Fitahugh Lee in con- 
nection with the volunteer army. One 
set of politicians very close to the Presi- 
dent say that Lee will be made a Major 
Oenerai. Another set equally as dose to 
the administration say that Lee will be 
ignored and that the only ex-Confederate 
to receive a Major Generalship will be 
Joe Wheeler, of Alabama. / 

The Republicans are circulating a story 
to the effect that the ropulists and Silver 
Democrats are exerting their influence to 
prevent the recognition of Gen. Lee. It 
Is claimed they fear he will prove to be 
fiui h a hero if commissioned that he will 
be nominated for President over Bryan in 
the Democratic convention in 1900. This, 
of course, is the veriest rot. The Silver 
Democrats and the Populists are not op- 
posed to Gen. Lee's appointment as a 
Major General. On the contrary, they 
re anxious to see him appointed. 
The truth of the matter appears to be 
that President McKinley is averse to giv- 
ing Gen. Lee any chance to distinguish 
himself during the war if there should be 
any Bghting in which the American 
troops are Involved.
